3. During the recent recruiters conference in Washington, 
the Associate Coordinator discussed with Sneed | west 
coast recruiter, the feasibility of directing our udent Trainee 
recruiting efforts to the schools you have listed in your memo. 
Since that time, the Associate Coordinator has been in contact 
with [aad arrangements are being made to visit those ‘ 
schools in @ spring of next year. At the same time, we will 
again visit schools in the Texas, Arizona, Louisiana and New 
Mexico area.
